One of the stumbling blocks to the 
voter will be the list of candidates 
for Circuit Judges, 33 on the Repub- 
lican ticket and 13 on the Demo- 
eratic. Nine candidates for the cir- 
cuit bench are to be named, and this 
means that the Republican voter 
must scratch 24 names, and the 
Democratic voter four. If more than 
nine names are left unscratched, the 
ballot will be thrown out. so far as 
the nominations for Judges are con- 
cerned. The voter, however, can 
vote for fewer than nine candidates 
if he wishes, and the ballot will 
count for those. named. 

Besides the supply of Republican 
and Democratic ballots, the precinct 
election officials will also be fur- 
nished with ballots of the Socialis 
and Socialist Labor parties, and will 
give these ballots to those who ask 
for them.

In a statement withdrawing from

Sacks Gains in St. Louis. 


Barrett's gains have been in the’ 


rural sections, while Sacks has suc- 
ceeded in bringing into line for his 
eandidacy the greater part of the 
Republican organization in St. Louis. | 
Even many committeemen, who 
had pledged themselves to Proctor 
or Brewster, have within the last 
few days also put Sacks on their 
slates, and with the understanding 
that the real work is to be done for 
Sacks. 

The only pronounced “wet” can- 
didate of the group of six, Sacks 
has made a campaign which makes 
him a real contender for the nomi- 
nation. and nothwithstanding that at 
beginning of the campaign his 
seemingly received small 
consideration. much stranger things 
than his nomination have occurred 
in politica. 

Sacks has not confined his cam- 
naien to St. Louis, but has spoken 
himself or has had speakers for him 
in nearly all the Republican counties. | 
They have centered their fight on 
the wet and dry issue, Sacks taking 
the wet end. All the other candi- 
dates are either dry or have “pussy- 
footed” on the question to such af 
extent that thev are classed as drys. 

G. O. P. Vote Largely Wet. 

All in all, the Republican vote in 
Missouri is a wet vote. There are of 
course many “dry’’ Republican coun- 
ties, but the sections of the. State 
from which the bulk of the Repub- 
lican vote comes are wet. If modi-. 
fication of the Volstead law to per- 
mit manufacture and sale of 
wine and beer is a real issue in the 
campaign, and if voters in any large 
numbers are going to be influenced 
in the senatorial campaign by that 
question, it would appear that Sacks, 
because of the fact that the dry vote 
would divided between the five 
other candidates, is well within the’ 
possibility of being a winner.

The publishers also deciared that 
the book had been withdrawn from 
circulation, and on payment of costs 
the libel suit brought by the British 
company was dropped. 

Powell, who wrote in the book of 
his African travels, declared the na- 
tives were systematically degraded 
through opium shops maintained 
with the ommtey's connivance. He 
then contrasted this with a striking 
picture of champagne, beautiful 
women and congratulatory speeches 
t the company’s annual dinner in 
London 

It was this part of the critictem 
to which the North Borneo company 
especially resented and the publish- 
ers were promptly sued for libel. 

The British firm, which has a 
toval charter, has before this en- 
gaged in public controversy over the 
way natives under its jurisdiction are 
treated. A prolonged and. heated de- 
bate recently was carried on with 
the Aborigines Protective Society of 
London. :

How Dolly Madison Saved the 


HEN Dolly Payne was a very 
Witte girl she wore large sun- 

bonnets and long mitts so that 
the sun would not tan her pretty face 
and harids. She was always so par- 
ticular about her looks that her 
friends used to say: ‘‘Surely, Dolly will 
grow up to be a fine lady, she is so 
proud.” Their prediction came true, 
and the little girl who was born in 
North Carolina, in 1772, of Virginia 
parents, became the wife of the Pres- 
ident of the United States—James 
Madison. 

Dolly Madison's first husband, John 
Todd, and her baby, died with yellow 
fever in 1793, and it was after this 
that Mr. Madison, then only a bril- 
liant scholar, met the blonde, blue- 
eyed widow. He fell in love with her 
at once, and they were married at 
the home of Mrs. Todd's sister, in 
1795. 

Inspired by his beautiful wife, Mr. 
Madison climbed the political ladder 
swiftly, and succeeded Jefferson as 
President of the United States. He 
had been Secretary of State during 
the presidency of Jefferson, and Dolly 
had been hostess of the country dur- 
ing that time, for Jefferson was a 
widower. 

Shortly after Madison became Pres- 
ident the trouble with England which 
had been brewing for so long could 
not be avoided, and war was declared 
in 1812. The greater part of the 
fighting was done at sea until 1814, 
when it was reported that the British 
had landed with 5000 men and were 
planning to attack the capital city.

With her neighbors fleeing 
for the country, brave Dolly Madison 
stayed on, packing the important pa- 
pers, and getting ready for any 
emergency. 

About 2 o'clock in the afternoon 
of the day following the President's 
departure, messengers rushed to; 
Mrs. Madison, crying: 

“Fly, or the house will be burned 
over your head!” : 

Rumor had'‘spread that the En- 
glish General had declared he would 
take both the President and his wife 
prisoners and exhibit them in Lon- 
don. Dolly Madison realized that she 
must leave at once. 

Just as she was stepping into her 
carriage, with little time to spare, 
Dolly Madison remembered that the 
Declaration of Independence had 
been left in a case in the house. Hur- 
rying back, she broke the case, took 
out the precious bit of paper, and 
ran with it to her carriage. The 
dust from Dolly Madison’s carriage 
was just dying away as the soldiers 
came in sight. 

The Capitol was burned to the 
ground a few hours later. However, 
the state papers and the most impor- 
tant document of the United States 
had been saved by Dolly Madison at 
the risk of her life.
